Respondent ) COMPLAINT 

There is reason to believe that the respondent named herein has willfully violated the 
Animal Welfare Act, as amended (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.)( AWA or Act), and the regulations 
thereunder (9 C.F.R. Parts 1 and 2)(Regulations). Therefore, the Administrator of the Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) issues this complaint alleging the following: 

JURISDICTIONAL ALLEGATIONS 

1. Kevin Beauchamp is an individual whose business mailing address is 32069 Hwy 
5, Lebanon, MO, 65536. At all times mentioned herein, said respondent was a dealer as that term 
is defined in the Act and the Regulations and held AWA license number 43-B-3707. 

ALLEGATIONS REGARDING SIZE OF BUSINESS. GRAVITY OF ALLEGED 

VIOLATIONS. GOOD FAITH AND COMPLIANCE HISTORY 

2. Respondent Kevin Beauchamp reported to APHIS receipt of $36,495 from the sale 
of 70 animals in 201 1-2012, $46,387 from the sale of 77 animals in 2012-2013, $32,580 from the 
sale of 57 animals in 2013-2014, and $20,580 from the sale of 32 animals in 2014-2015. On 
January 30, 2014, APHIS issued an Official Warning to respondent Kevin Beauchamp for failing, 
on December 17, 2013, to establish and maintain programs of veterinary care that use appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, and treat diseases and injuries. The instant complaint alleges 
numerous and repeated failures to meet the minimum requirements for the provision of veterinary 
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care, and housing and husbandry for dogs. 

ALLEGED VIOLATIONS 

3. On or about July 29, 2014, July 14, 2015, October 6, 2015, and December 17, 2015, 
respondent failed to provide APHIS with access for inspection and/or to have a responsible adult 
available to accompany APHIS officials during inspection, in willful violation of the Act and the 
Regulations. 7 U.S.C. § 2146(a); 9 C.F.R. § 2.126. 

4. On or about November 1 4, 20 1 4 and April 6, 20 1 5 , respondent failed to make, keep 
and maintain accurate and complete records of dogs, in willful violation of the Regulations. 9 
C.F.R. §§ 2.75(a)(l)(i), 2.75(a)(l)(iv)(C). 

5. On or about the following dates, respondent failed to provide adequate veterinary 
care to animals, and failed to establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
included appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and/or 
daily observation of animals, in willful violation of the Regulations. 9 C.F.R. § 2.40. 

a. April 14, 2014 . A male Basset Hound (#0A02071869) was observed to 
have thick, green discharge covering both eyes, and had not been seen by a veterinarian 
for this condition. 9 C.F.R. §§ 2.40(a), 2.40(b)(2). 

b. November 19. 2014 . A female bulldog (Bubbles, identified as MC 
#0A0 154478) was observed to have a cyst on the outer digits of her right front foot that 
was raised, reddened, and swollen. Respondent’s attending veterinarian had prescribed 
treatment, but respondent failed to follow the veterinarian’s instructions, and was unable 
to show the APHIS inspector the prescribed medications. 9 C.F.R. §§ 2.40(b)(2), 
2.40(b)(3). 

c. April 6. 2015 . A male Lhasa Apso (Gold Digger) was observed to have 
excessively matted hair, with a large amount of fecal matter trapped in the matted hair 



under the tail and on the hind legs and had not been seen by a groomer or a veterinarian 
for this condition. 9 C.F.R. §§ 2.40(a), 2.40(b)(2). 

d. April 6. 2015 . A female Basset Hound (Peanut Butter) was observed to 
have excessively long toenails and had not been seen by a groomer or a veterinarian for 
this condition. 9 C.F.R. §§ 2.40(a), 2.40(b)(2). 

e. April 6. 2015 . A female Bulldog (Lola) had excessively long toenails and 
had not been seen by a groomer or a veterinarian for this condition. 9 C.F.R. §§ 2.40(a), 
2.40(b)(2). 

f. December 15. 2015 . A female Basset Hoynd (Peanut Butter) had 
excessively long toenails on both front feet. 9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2). 

6. On or about the following dates, respondent willfully violated the Regulations (9 
C.F.R. R. § 2.100(a)), by failing to comply with the minimum standards for dogs: 

a. April 14. 2014 . Four of the dog enclosures within the outdoor portion of a 
sheltered building contained greater than a day’s worth of fecal material on the ground, and 
four of the dog enclosures within the outdoor facility had excessive accumulations of fecal 
material present on the ground. 9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(3). 

b. April 14. 2014 . Respondent failed to provide adequate bedding inside the 
shelter units for at least six adult dogs in enclosures in the outdoor facility, in willful 
violation of the Regulations. 9 C.F.R. § 3.4(b)(4). 

c. August 21. 2014 . Two of respondent’s enclosures for dogs containing one 
adult dog each had a buildup of dirt and grime. 9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(3). 

d. November 19. 2014 . Three of the chain link panels separating the dogs in 
the indoor portion of the English Bulldog facility had holes in the bottom portion where 
the wire had detached from the bottom rail. 9 C.F.R. § 3.1(a). 


e. November 19. 2014 . Respondent failed to adequately clean and sanitize an 
enclosure that had a large amount of hair between the cinder block steps and the wall of 
the building in the outdoor portion of the English Bulldog facility. 9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(3). 

f. November 19. 2014 . The chain link fence in between two enclosures in the 
indoor portion of the English Bulldog sheltered facility were detached at the bottom rail, 
leaving repair wire ends that produced sharp points within the enclosures. 9 C.F.R. § 
3.6(a)(2)(i). 

g. November 19. 2014 . There was an excessive amount of feces in outdoor 
enclosures housing no fewer than twelve adult Basset Hounds, Beagles, and Boxers. 9 
C.F.R. § 3.1 1(a). 



WHEREFORE, it is hereby ordered that for the purpose of determining whether the 
respondent has in fact willfully violated the Act and the Regulations issued under the Act, this 
complaint shall be served upon the respondent, who shall file an answer with the Hearing Clerk, 
United States Department of Agriculture, Washington, D.C. 20250-9200, in accordance with the 
Rules of Practice governing proceedings under the Act (7 C.F.R. §§ 1.130-162.13). Failure to file 
an answer shall constitute an admission of all the material allegations of this complaint. APHIS 
requests that this matter be conducted in accordance with the Rules of Practice governing 
proceedings under the Act, and that such order or orders be issued as are authorized by the Act and 
warranted under the circumstances.
